1935  INTRODUCTIONS 

Ever  since  becoming  headquarters  in  the  United  States  for  J.  W.  Crow’s 
originations,  we  have  marveled  at  what  he  was  able  to  do  with  the  gladiolus, 
but  only  regret  that  out  of  thousands  of  his  seedlings  only  small  stocks  are 
available,  making  it  impossible  to  name  and  introduce  them  until  such  time 
when  we  can  produce  stocks  enough.  Of  the  two  named  and  introduced  last 
year  and  shown  for  the  first  time  this  year  at  the  Michigan  state  show,  we 
can  assure  you  that  they  were  the  talk  of  the  show.  In  fact  they  were  so 
well  received  that  before  the  close  of  the  show  over  half  of  this  year’s  crop 
of  bulbs  was  sold  so  that  only  a  limited  amount  remains  for  your  who  are 
the  early  birds. 

Well,  folks,  we’ll  let  them  introduce  themselves. 

The  Dry  Weather  Twins 

We  were  born  in  Canada  and  raised  in  the  United  States;  we  both  love 
hot,  dry  weather;  we  don’t  care  to  be  babied  or  petted;  we  would  rather 
put  on  our  own  makeup;  and  we  sure  do  have  a  peaches  and  cream  com¬ 
plexion.  Want  to  meet  us? 

I  am  Bit  O’Heaven.  I  know  I  am  young  and  unspoiled  and  may  be  a 
bit  haughty.
